Frederick — First census reports 
from Frederick were reported S at­ 
urday. when 
Mrs. Mary 
M. Loy, j 
enumerator for District 11-5, made 
her returns to headquarters. The 
results, in numbers only, were given 
out by Supervisor G. Ed Myers, as 
the seventh district report received 
from this four-county district. One 
Montgomery county report was also 
received. 
The Frederick district which has 
reported gives a population of 1,884 
persons. 
It consists of the area 
bounded on the west by North M ar­ 
ket street, on the south by East Sec­ 
ond street, on the east by Gas House 
pike and H. and F. railway, and on 
the north by East Fifth street. 
It 
corresponds very closely to Election 
District No. 7. 
The 1920 figures for this district 
are not available. Multiplying the 
new’ figure, however, by eight, the 
number of Frederick districts, one 
receives a total for the city of 15,- 
072. This is based on the assump­ 
tion that all districts of the city are 
equal, w hich is, of-course, not true. 
It nevertheless indicates a substan­ 
tial increase over the 1920 city fig­ 
ures which showed the population 
to be 11.066

most intelligent attitude on the sub­ 
ject. 
It so happened that both of 
the young people did 
need 
slight 
corrections which, had they not been 
remedied, 
conceivably 
could 
have 
caused serious trouble in later years. 
But the interesting point 
of

matter was that a diplomatic ques­ 
tion by their doctor elicited the in ­ 
formation that neither of the par­ 
ents had ever been 
examined 
for 
latent troubles themselves. 
Feeling 
well, and therefore apparently not

physician s services, 
they focused their interest on the 
children alone 
"Fortunately for them, however, 
they also decided to be examined:

W hile this undoubtedly

Pittsburgh. April 21 <AP*.—in ti­ 


mate popular adoption of the tulip 
tree as the emblem of the state of 
Pennsylvania is forecast by O. E 
Jennings, head of the department of 
botany of the University of Pitts­ 
burgh. and a 
widely known a u ­ 
thority in his held. 
Discussing the selection of a state 
flower or plant in the current issue 
of the ’ Pittsburgh Record', uni­ 
versity publication. Professor Jen­ 
nings said approval of the tulip free 
by state botanical societies made 1? 
pretty well settled that a proper 
choice has been made by those best 
qualified to make it, and that the 
tulip tree will be accepted by the 
people of Pennsylvania. 
State Emblem 
Stating that the tulip tree pos­ 
sesses all the qualifications of a 
state emblem. Professor Jennings 
said:

TLiriodendron 
tullpiferai is a large native timber 
tree furnishing the valuable wood 
known as yellow poplar, or White­ 
wood, and it occurs generally all 
over Pennsylvania 
often forming 
a considerable i>art of the forest on 
the rocky slopes 
■When grown in the open, It forms 
a large symmetrical tree of high or­ 
nam ental value, and is being ex­ 
tensively planted in home grounds, 
parks, and along roadsides. 
“The flower, although borne high 
ubove the ground, is three to tour 
indies wide, tulip-shaped 
grading 
from greenish yellow to beautifully 
patterned orange-yellow within. 
“The leaves are variously shaped, 
usually being more or less squab cly 
itti 


cut off at the top. and widening out 
at the base into one or two pairs 
of wings or lobes.
